How Big Is A Minute? 
By WARREN PAGE 
Shooting Editor 


This shooting business, much of ; 


it at least, is conducted in a jar- : 
gon as unintelligible to the average' 
man — -and to every woman — as 
the tongue of tho ancient Hitlites. ;

But there's one basic term which 


every man approaching a rifle how 
ever gingerly had bcller compre- 
hend thoroughly. That's a minute 
of angle, or the angle in shooting 
formed by two lines that form a 
common center spread apart so 
slowly that they are one inch apart 
.it 100 y'ards. 


But riflery is n game of precise 


niceties, small measurements. Hen 
ce, it" u rifle will keep all its shots 
inside a circle of an inch radius 
at 100 yards, it's a minute of angle 
gun, which is right good in any 
circles! 


The angle keeps opening up at 


the same rate, of course, so that a 
minute of angle spans two inches 
at 200 yards, ten inches at a 1000. 
Right here you begin to see how 
tho idea of the, minute of angle 
can be useful in estimating dis- 
tances, ranges if you prefer. 


For example, Bill Weaver makes 


some of his telescopic rifle sights 
with two horizontal crosswires in 
the aiming device. The distance 
between iihem is si* minutes, or 
sis inches at a hundred, twelve at
